On Continent 
WASHINGTON UP - American 
air power in Europe will be in­ 
creased under a plan announced 
today to rotate tactical Air Force 
units for temporary tours of duty 
on the Continent. 
The program, starting in the next 
few weeks, will send squadrons of 
Air Force fighter-bomhers, which 
are used for the support of ground 
B rees, and troop carrier outfits 
overseas under a schedule similar 
to that which has been in use for 
several years by the Strategic Air 
Command’s long-range bombers.

COLUMBUS cfi—The state sup­ 
erintendent of insurance announc­ 
ed today new rates for automo­ 
bile damage coverages, effective 
next Monday, at an annual savings 
of $2 million to Ohio policy hold­ 
ers.

Walter A. Robinson said 
the material damage coverages in­

fire, theft, 
comprehensive 
and collision. The new rates were 
filed by the National Automobile 
Underwriters Assn. and accepted 
by the division. 
Robinson said that

deductible collision insurance pre­ 
mium revenue for the state as a 
whole will be reduced about 3Vi 
per cent.

Businessmen 
^Hoping Stock 
Mart Behaves 


September Is M o n th 
Financial Circles 
Frequently Crack

N E W YO RK (^-Businessmen are 
4 ‘specially hopeful today that the 
stock 
market will 
behave itself 
in the next few weeks. 
Rightly or wrongly, sensibly or 
not, the broad direction that prices 
take on the stork exchange affects 
the take of the country’s stores. 
Above all, it influences the plan­ 
ning of businessmen themselves 
for industrial expansion and pro­ 
duction schedules. 
The 25th anniversary of the big 
stock market break of 1929 is com­ 
ing 
up, 
with 
all 
its 
memories. 
September is a month when prices 
often have cracked. Stock prices 
have been climbing for a year and 
are beginning to puff a little from 
the exertion. 
The economy in general is in a 
delicate condition. Everyone seems 
confident of the approaching birth 
of better trade and industrial out- 
{Iput. But public confidence, too, is 
a delicate thing. 
Although the market may not 
have the hold on the popular imag­ 
ination ii once had, still when stock 
prices take the low road, people 
tend to lose confidence generally 
and turn tight in their spending-— 
whether they own a share of stock 
or not. 
But, 
while 
it’s 
nervous, Wall 
Street points out that the present 
^j.stock market boom hasn't run as 
long as the one that led to the 
1929 crash. Nor have prices gain­ 
ed as much, percentagewise. 
The present bull market has been 
the product of a number of things: 
Expectation that business, after its 
year of adjustment to peacetime 
economy, should be ready for a 
healthy advance; 
stimulation by 
the current easy money policy; 
prospects of profits from tax cuts; 
£ and satisfaction in general with 
the policies of Washington. 
The public apparently has come 
into the market only this summer, 
and in unimpressive nu rn h e r s . 
From last September to May the 
stocks that climbed the farthest 
were in the high-priced bracket, ap­ 
pealing to the investment minded. 
Since May I the stocks making the 
biggest percentage gains mostly 
have been the lower-priced shares, 
« appealing more to those with slim­ 
mer pocketbooks and to those will­ 
ing to take more of a 
chance

NEW GOLDEN AGE LOOMING 
FOR MEXICAN SILVER MINERS

CINCINNATI (JO — Twenty-five 
years 
ago next month 
Herbert 
Hoover, then President of the Unit­ 
ed States, came here to dedicate 
completion of canalization of the 
Ohio River and its present system j 
of locks and dams. 
That system has been a major 
factor in increasing the tonnage of 
commerce hauled on the river from 
20,128.518 tons in 1928 to 2,034,303 
tons last year. 
But even as Mr. Hoover stood in 
▼ the rain at Cincinnati’s Edin Park I 
that Oct. 22, 1929, at a dedicatory j 
monument, he said that, as an en- j 
gineer, he could envisage the day 1 
when the locks and dams would , 
become obsolete. 
Twenty-five years later, cities 
and towns up and down the famous j 
river are arranging to commem- 
memorate the silver anniversary of j 
completion of the locks and dams j 
—but they have become obsolete. I 
fj- 
And even as the ceremonies are 
held, work is being started or read- ! 
ied to replace them with a new J 
system which, U.S. engineers fig­ 
ure, will take 20 years to build 
and cost a billion dollars. 
That billion dollar figure, says 
Col. John L. Person, Ohio River 
Division engineer, is being reck­ 
oned on present day construction 
costs and dollar values. 
The Ohio Valley, to many, may 
* mean only the states bordering the 
stream but actually the Ohio Riv­ 
er watershed covers parts of 14 
states. 
They 
are 
Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, O h io , 
Tennessee, Illinois, Mississippi, In­ 
diana, Alabama, North Carolina, 
New York, Maryland, Virginia and 
Georgia. 
The Ohio River serves them all, 
directly or indirectly. 
“ Westward the course of the em- 
^ pire . . ." is an expression that 
often has been used in connection 
with the 900-mile long river and no 
more fitting expression could be 
found. 
Settlers crossing the mountains 
from the East even before 1800 
headed for the Ohio and traveled 
its course by canoes to pave the 
way for the first settlements. A 
little later, still even before 1800, 
came the keelboats and flatboats 
hauling 
settlers 
and 
commerce 
down the river. Some made homes 
and started businesses along the 
w aterfront and others continued on 
westward and south. 
The problem of how to get back 
up the river economically with 
commerce was solved with the in­ 
vention of the steamboat. 
Now the commerce is handled by 
the modern diesel towboat pushing 
a string of barges. They came 
if} with the locks and dam^ which 
provided a nine-foot-deep channel 
for passage. 
To many, riverboat commerce 
may seem a thing of the past but 
there now is an average of one 
tow operating on each nine miles 
of the Ohio River every hour of 
the day. 
The tonnage of commerce car­ 
ried is two and a half times that 
carried through the Panama Ca- 
*'} nab It represents 3 per cent of 
all of the inland waterway com­ 
merce of the United States. 
The Ohio has become the nerve 
center of a multi-billion dollar in­

MEXICO C IT Y—The adminis­ 
tration, alarmed by the steady fall­ 
off in production statistics of re­ 
cent years, has embarked on an 
official “mining comeback" pro­ 
gram which plans to provide men, 
materials and capital to bolster 
the shaky industry. 
The government is encouraging 
reopening 
of 
abandoned 
silver, 
gold, copper, lead and other min­ 
eral mines by miner-owned co­ 
operatives. Under this plan unem­ 
ployed miners provide about a 
fourth of funds required, with the 
rest supplied from federal funds 
and private investment. 
Mexico once again is offering 
inducements to foreign interests 
who might want to exploit ore de­ 
posits in the republic. The only 
stipulation is that foreign firms 
will agree to abide by Mexican 
laws and that 51 per cent, or con­ 
trolling interest, shall remain in 
Mexican hands. 
Mexico, although it is one of the 
richest regions in the world as far 
as precious, semi-precious and in­ 
dustrial ores are concerned, never 
has been able to exploit these re­ 
sources fully.

HO W EVER, Mexico has gained 
world renown as a leading silver 
producer, ever since the first ship­ 
ments of that ore began to flow 
to 
Europe 
from 
the 
fabulous 
mines in the Taxco area. Statis­ 
tics reveal that during the three 
centuries of Spanish domination 
more 
than 
three 
billion 
pesos 
worth of gold and silver (over 
three billion dollars) came out of 
Mexican mines. 
The famous centuries-old Borda 
mine in Taxco still is in full pro­ 
duction 
on 
a three-shifts-a-day 
basis. And formerly abandoned sil­ 
ver and gold mines in the territory 
of Baja California once again are 
starting to yield their precious 
metals. 
Mexican prospectors often have 
been rewarded by hitting a nugget 
jackpot. 
Men in mining circles 
still speak with awe of the huge, 
2,750-pound silver nugget discov­ 
ered in Sonora near a Papago In­ 
dian village. And in Baja Cali­ 
fornia recently an excited sour­ 
dough showed up m La Paz with 
an egg-sized gold nugget weighing 
almost two pounds.

JUDGING BY LETTERS recently re­ 
ceived by the press throughout the nation 
the m atter of women’s wear, or lack of it, 
continues to be a hot subject as the sum ­ 
mer heat is tempered by the approach of 
fall.

FIGURING THE ODDS 
WITH THE BASEBALL season nearing 
its end, the boys with the sharp pencils are 
giving their estimates on the outcome of 
the American League pennant race.

For two years, Hollywood was surpris­ 
ingly clear of Communists. After motion 
pictures were boycotted and theatered 
pickettea by patriotic organizations to pre­ 
vent American money from f i l l i n g the 
treasury of the Communist Party, a pro­ 
gram was set up which gave the dupe or 
innocent or even the Communist who had 
changed his mind an opportunity to clear 
himself. 
About 300 persons connected with the in­ 
dustry took advantage of this opportunity I 
to set themselves straight. Surprisingly ; 
few of these persons have backslid. It was 
a good record of work done to help an in­ 
dustry in distress and it must be said that 
the principal companies cooperated in the 
program. 
One of the by-products of Senator J o e 
McCarthy’s troubles is that Communists I 
and their friends are crawling back into I 
their old jobs and they are raising their 
heads high. They feared the impact of Con­ 
gressional Investigations; now they ex­ 
press themselves in victorious overtones. 
One of the sure signs of a defender of the 
Communists is the use of the word, “ super­ 
patriot.” Obviously there can be no such 
concept as a “ super-patriot.” E i t h e r a 
man is patriotic or he is not. In Hollywood 
today, anyone who objects to a Commu­ 
nist working and contributing a part of his 
wages to the treasury of an outlawed party 
is called a “super-patriot.” This is the cur­ 
rent party line. 
A controversy has arisen over a picture, 
“Salt of the E arth,” which was made by 
a number of Fifth Amendment Commu­ 
nists and was produced by a union which 
is Communist-dominated. Many theaters 
will not show this picture and some news­ 
papers will not accept advertisements for 
it. “Variety,” which is an important and 
influential newspaper in Hollywood, d i d , 
publish such an advertisement on the 
grounds that it must not inquire into the ! 
political or religious affiliations of its ad-1 
vertisers. 
This raises an interesting question of 
journalistic p r o p r i e t y , to which Joe 
Schoenfeld, editor of the Hollywood edition 
of “Variety,” referring to a letter written 
by Brooks Atkinson, dram a critic for The 
New York Times, said: 
“The contents of Atkinson’s letter have 
particular significance to show business 
where, too quickly of late, people h a v e 
been condemned to unemployment arid ec­ 
onomic ruin because of ‘lists’ circulated 
among film companies and advertising 
agencies by super patriots and hate-mon- 
gers. 
“It’s no longer a question of a person be­ 
ing a known Communist, or one of ques­ 
tionable status due to his refusal to testify 
before a Congressional committee; the sit­ 
uation has degenerated to the point that 
some people are listed as ‘unemployable’ 
because of gossip or poison pen letters, or 
because some supepr patriot doesn’t like 
their ‘attitude.’ By 'attitude’ is u s u a l l y 
meant their feelings toward super patriots 
and pressure groups.” 
• 
Schoenfeld, of course, gives no names, 
for had he listed cases and instances, it 
would have been possible to answer him by 
reference to the record. More Hollywood 
people were helped by the program than 
Schoenfeld knows.

New Cure for Cold Sores

sores or fever blisters is thought 
to be related to the one th a t 
causes smallpox. 
Cold sores are actually virus 
infections 
th a t

group cf little blisters with "a 
clear fluid inside of them. They 
may occur any place on the body, 
although the most common site 
is around the mouth. They usu­ 
ally occur after the resistance 
has been lowered by pneumonia 
or a cold. 
Recurrent Attacks 
Certain foods can, in certain 
people, produce recurrent out­ 
breaks of fever blisters. In many 
instances, there is no apparent 
cause for their occurrence. There 
are people who are troubled with 
repeated attack® cf ro'd sores 


They are not only disfiguring but 
they can cause severe pain and 
discomfort as well. In certain 
rare cases they affect the eyes. 
Most of those who were treated 
with smallpox vaccine had pre­ 
viously 
had 
recurrent 
attacks 
from five to ten m onths before 
treatm ent was begun. Of a large 
group of people treated in this 
m anner, only a small num ber had 
recurrences after repeated vac­ 
cinations every two weeks for a 
number of weeks. In most of the 
patients there was no recurrence 
of fever blisters for a period of a 
year. The doctor will decide in 
which cases this treatm ent may 
j be of value.

The speaker stated 
that some birds fly from the North 
to the South Pole, a distance of 
over 24,000 miles, in a ten-month 
schedule. The birds rest only two 
months out of each year. 
Mr. Hall stressed the fact that 
the study of birds is a fast grow­ 
ing hobby over the world. In our 
cf inty as high 
as 
170 varieties 
have been recorded for a 
single 
day’s count. Bird census is a grow­ 
ing fad. The counting is by day, 
by yards, by seasons, from Spring 
through Fall and by visitation to 
bird feeders. 
More feeding stations have rais­ 
ed the count in Ohio throughout the 
winter months. He urged a keener 
study of our local birds’ habits. 
Mr. Hall advised attracting our 
d ith e r e d friends with the correct 
types of feed, and stressed the need 
of a plentiful supply of water. This 
assistance, according to the speak­ 
er, will encourage a great num ber 
of birds to rem ain in our gardens 
the year around.

A new scientific study of boys 12 to 14 years of age, 
made at a distinguished medical school of a leading mid-west university, 
has shown that boys get better grades, do better work, and have better 
attitudes from better breakfasts. 
Of special interest to mothers who are re-establishing eating habits 
and regular meals after the vacation period are these conclusions from 
the experiments: 
1. Maximum work rate and maximum work output were sig­ 
nificantly less in the late morning hours during the period

A n Alternate Plan 
M e a n s N e w C e ilin g 
L eaving O ld Plaster 


When piaster falls from a ceil­ 
ing in an old house you can 
be 
confronted with several problems— 
whether to patch the plaster, 
in­ 
stall a wallboard ceiling over the 
old 
plaster, 
remove 
the 
plaster 
and lath. or plaster over new lath 
applied over the old ceiling. 
The fact that some of the plas- 
ter cam e down is not necessarily 
a fault of the plaster. Chances 
are that the hole reveals 
wood 
lath—a construction detail t h a t 
has been supplanted 
in 
recent 
years largely by 
gypsum 
lath, 
metal lath and other lathing of 
sheet types. 
Plaster does not bond itself 
to 
wood The reason it held at all on 
wood 
lath 
was 
because 
of the 
anchorage formed 
by f o r c i n g 
enough plaster between 
laths 
to 
form hardened bulges, or keys 
Nowadays much stronger bonds 
are provided by, for instance, met­ 
al lath. Virtually every square inch 
of the plaster is locked around the 
wire-like mesh. And one of 
t h e 
strongest bonds is provided by gyp­ 
sum lath on which plaster forms a 
complete bond. U. S. 
Bureau 
of 
Standards tests have shown 
that 
it takes more than 800 pounds to 
break this bond on ore square foot 
of area. 
rn * rn 


TO REPLACE a ceiling 
w'i t h 
modern materials is a far simpler 
task than it used to be. The first 
decision to 
make, 
of 
course, 
is 
whether patching will 
be edpedi- 
ent. You can determine this by ex­ 
amining the rest of the plaster. 
If the sped that failed 
can 
be 
traced to moisture or some other 
localized cause and the rest of the 
ceiling is obviously firm, a patch 
may do. Of course, it will be dif­ 
ficult to conceal and in the long 
run the failure may prove to have 
been the forerunner of more trou­ 
ble. 
An alternative may be to put 
up a new ceiling, leaving the old 
plaster in place. This can be done 
with sheets of gypsum wallboard 
nailed to furring 
strips. 
Eight- 
penny nails ( 2 ‘k inches long) are 
used to drive through the strips, 
through the old plaster and lath 
and firmly into the joists. But if 
you 
worry 
about 
getting 
the 
joints 
between 
the 
wallboard 
panels thoroughly concealed and 
all 
nail 
dimples 
smoothly ce­ 
mented, you may want 
plaster 
again. 
In this case you will find gyp­ 
sum lath easy to install. It comes 
in sheets generally 16 inches wide, 
48 inches long and %-inch 
thick. 
Each sheet calls for only 16 nails, 
so they go 
up 
fast. 
Eightpennv 
nails are used for this, too. 
and 
the nails are driven home similar 
to the practice in nailing wallboard 
—the neilhead is driven just below 
the paper surface of the lath with­ 
out breaking the paper. This pre­ 
vents any movement of the lath on 
the shank of the nail. 
Each end 
of 
each 
lath 
sheet 
must have a bearing 
on 
w o o d 
framing—a joist, 
a header or a 
nailing block. Edges and ends 
of 
lath panels should be in moderate 
contact.

Hurricane Can 


Play Tricks 


With Inventory 


No Threat Visioned 
Here Unless Scioto 
Pulls Big Surprise 


Any local business men who hap­ 
pened to see the recent hurricane 
damage 
along the 
eastern 
sea­ 
board can afford to feel more tol­ 
erant toward the fickle trade winds 
that blow over Cireleville's com­ 
mercial center. 
A lot of things can affect busi­ 
ness in the heart of Pickaway 
Comity, but at least there is lit­ 
tle change that the sleepy Scioto 
will rise up and wash the profits 
into a pile of soggy debris, and 
all in a matter of seconds. That 
is what happened at many points 
along the coast when Hurricane 
Carol went on her rampage last 
week, and among the money­ 
making spots that took the rap 
was the 
boardwalk 
at 
Asbury 
Park, N. J. 
Asbury Park suffered only the 
one big delayed punch as the howl­ 
er slammed through 
the 
coastal 
states, but it came suddenly and 
caught most of the boardwalk mer­ 
chants with their cash drawers 
open. For the oldtimers, it w a s 
only another “ rough one” to com­ 
pare with others that have come 
with the years. But for the new- J 
comers, the sights held a lot of sur­ 
prises. 
Inland dwellers, for example, do 
not as a rule know the tremendous 
force carried by a tidal wave—like 
the one that roared in on Asbury 
Park in the middle of the morn­ 
ing, while the skies seemed to be 
clearing and the hurricane was al­ 
ready hundreds of m iles further 
north! And still fewer people have 
ever seen such a huge wave build­ 
ing up along the horizon. 


EVEN IF you happen to hear the 
first shouted alarms and are quick 
to spot the great bulge in the sea, 
there is little use in trying to out­ 
run the deluge. Far better y o u 


should pick the nearest place that 
seem s to have a solid foundation. 
In the case of Asbury 
Park’s 
tidal wave, which rated l i t t l e 
mention in the news alongside the 
far greater havoc caused in New 
England, most of the boardwalk 
merchants did not even h a v e a 
chance to slam their front doors. 
By the time they knew what was 
coming the sea was already play­ 
ing tricks with their inventory. 
Only the limits of the 
g r e a t 
wave’s 
strength 
held 
down 
the 
property damage and avoided loss 
of life. A number of injuries were 
reported, most of them suffered by 
people trying to s c r a m b l e to 
safety. 
One waitress “just sat 
down 
and cried’’ behind the counter in 
a boardwalk restaurant. And 
a 
convention delegate, possibly re­ 
enforced against hurricane dam­ 
age, “just grabbed the counter 
and sat where I was, until she 
splashed in and back out again.” 
Hundreds of feet of a steel pipe 
railing along the boardwalk w a s 
torn loose and wrapped a r o u n d 
telephone poles and the com ers of 
buildings, like spaghetti that had 
displeased an angry giant. And 
some sections of the railing—with 
steel posts bigger than those which 
hold Circleville’s parking meters — 
were hurled for more than a block 
back from the shoreline. 
Small craft were tossed up on 
the shore, and rowboats became a 
traffic hazard on one of the main 
avenues along the beach. S t e e l 
doors on the arcade sections were 
ripped from their hinges, and huge 
bites were gouged from the board­ 
walk itself A merchant s e l l i n g 
ladies’ wear moaned as he survey­ 
ed his racks of dresses—all of 
them soaked. And a dealer in nov­ 
elty jewelry had to hire helpers to 
screen the sand left in his place 
when the water receded. Almost all 
his best sparklers were buried in 
the dirt. 
But let it not be said that the 
true spirit of boardwalk commerce 
was found lacking. One cubby-hole 
that was selling costume jewels at 
“special price—two for one dol­ 
lar”, before the wave 
came 
in, 
hurriedly slapped up a sign that 
read: 
‘Storm Sale Now 
In 
Progress. 
Fifty Cents E ach!” 
And the customers were clawing 


one another to get close enough to 
buy!
